or four times a year at the most, thus 
making it possible for property own­ 
ers to have their streets in perfect 
condition for less than $10 per year. 
In the county outside of Sedalia, the 
first thoroughfares to be oiled will be 
the Longwood and Smithton roads.

Experiments to deter­ 
mine the different effects of mixing 
have bf*en carried on during the last 
year with gratifying results. 
Pie

mended as a specially digestible ad­ 
dition to the meal . Yet, since' the de­ 
mand for it is so great, it seems wise 
to make it as digestible as possible. 
Recognizing this, a graduate student 
in the department of home economics 
of the university was set to work to 
find out the method of mixing which 
would give, the lightest and flakiest 
crust. 
There are two distinct methods of 
mixing pastry. 
According to one of 
these, all of the fat may be rubbed 
into the flour at the beginning of the 
operation, when less liquid is lequired 
in mixing the dough. 
A better plan 
is to rub in only a portion of the fat 
at first, add liquor to make a stiff 
dough, roll the dough in a piece as 
nearly square as possible, and put the 
remaining fat in small bits over the 
top. 
The piece of dough should then 
be folded evenly and squarely from 
each side tow ard-the center. 
If nec­ 
essary it should be rolled a second 
time to add fat. 
The fat should be 
kept cold and the dough chilled be­ 
tween rollings . The rolling and chill­ 
ing may be continued after all the fat 
has been added. 
When the fat is folden in, it not 
only means that more water is used 
in mixing, but that the fat is distrib­ 
uted in layers rather than being ab­ 
sorbed by the flour. A light and flaky 
crust instead of a fat-soaked crust re­ 
sults . Where extreme care is taken 
in mixing such pastry 
it 
will 
rise 
th ree'o r four times its original depth 
and will look very much Uke sheets 
of paper held loosely together. These 
sheets are due to the way in which 
the fat has been distributed.

Hamburg, July 12.—As an auxiliary 
food supply, of which little advantage 
is taken, mushrooms are being urged 
upon German epicures, and especially 
upon Catholics as substitutes for meat 
on fast days. 
Dr. Von Langemann, a Dresden phy­ 
sician, estim ates- that there are over 
200 kinds of mushrooms in Germany. 
At least one quarter of these are not 
only edible, but nourishing and tasty, 
while only seven can be classed as 
poisonous toadstools. 
The annual crop, if it all w'ere har­ 
vested, w'ould run into the millions of 
marks in value,
